This  list  is  issued  as  an  aid  to  public  and  school  libraries  in  se- 
lecting books  about  Montana  for  their  reference  and  general  collections. 
Most  of  the  non-fiction  books  listed  include  information  specifically 
about  Montana  or  accounts  of  incidents  connected  with  Montana's 
history.  Most  of  the  fiction  books  have  a  definite  Montana  setting  or 
are  written  by  Montana  authors  who  impart  a  Montana  flavor  to  their 
books'  general  western  backgrounds.  Books  on  Yellowstone  Park  have 
been  included  since  a  portion  of  the  park  is  in  the  state.  Some  of  the 
titles  suitable  for  lower  grades,  however,  have  only  a  general  Plains 
or  Rocky  Mountain  background  with  details  that  do  not  specifically 
relate  to  Montana.  Text  and  pictures  of  such  books  are  in  harmony 
with  the  Montana  locale  or  the  problems  discussed  in  them  are  pertinent 
to  Montana  conditions. 

All  but  a  few  of  the  books  listed  were  currently  available  at  the 
time  the  list  was  compiled.  Those  few  are  still  on  many  "remainder" 
lists  and  are  in  many  of  the  book  shops  which  specialize  in  Western 
Americana.  For  the  most  part  only  trade  books,  or  publications  issued 
by  established  publishers,  have  been  included.  A  few  exceptions  to 
this  policy  have  been  made  in  order  to  include  some  privately  printed 
books  about  Montana  that  have  a  general  appeal.  No  attempt  has  been 
made  to  search  out  elusive  items  with  a  strictly  local  appeal  or  to 
include  books  directed  to  a  highly  scholarly  or  to  a  narrow  special 
interest. 

The  author's  name  as  it  appears  on  the  title  page,  title,  publisher, 
date  and  classification  number  is  given  for  each  book.  Names  of  well 
known  publishers  are  given  in  standard  abbreviated  form.  If  the  pub- 
lisher is  not  well  known,  publisher's  address  is  given.  If  the  title  is  not 
self-explanatory  a  brief  descriptive  note  is  added.  The  classification 
number  also  serves  as  a  clue  to  the  subject  of  the  book.
